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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding independent claim 1 , the applicant 
argues that Borkenhagen et al. only maintains physical address in memory. The applicant supports his/her argument by stating that the 
register 4 of Borkenhagen et al. stores only the physical address of each logic card. However, Borkenhagen et al. teach the physical 
addresses for "each corresponding logical card address" in Figure 2. Even if the register 4 only contains the "physical address", the entire 
system depicited in Figure 2 maintains the relationship between each phsycial address and logical address, which the examiner considers 
as the "look-up table" recited in claim 1 (The register 4 is "addresable by the logical addresses"). Further, Borkenhagen et al. clearly 
disclose accessing a physical card by using a logical card address, wherein the "logical address to physical address" relationship 
maintained in the system is refered (Steps 305 & 307, Figure 3). 
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
